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Output Up as All Plants Resume Full Speed; Production Lines Fall 


Behind Retail Orders; November 


Registrations Expected to Total 


225,000; GM Sales Equal Deliveries; Jobbers Seek Organization 


Output this week will bound sharply to 
an estimated 116,799 units, against a re- 
vised estimate of 107,790 last week. The 
Midland Steel Products strike ended last 
Friday, and automobile plants are again 
assured a supply of materials. Plymouth and Dodge 
divisions of Chrysler returned to full production Monday 
with De Soto and Chrysler back at work Tuesday. 
Lincoln-Zephyr also went back into production Monday. 
The Libbey-Owens-Ford strike at the Ottawa, IIl., plant, 
supplying Chrysler glass, is still in the process of negotia- 
tion, but at the present time there is no danger of glass 
shortage, according to reports. After completing a 
record-breaking November production, Chevrolet enters 
the second week of December with an estimated weekly 
output of 30,000 units. Ford is running about 26,000 jobs 
a week off the lines and is expected to lift this rate sub- 
stantially before very long. Plymouth is back at work 
turning out cars as fast as assembly lines will allow, ata 
rate estimated at 11,000 a week. Dodge is up sharply to 
about 6,750 units a week. Oldsmobile, another of the 
companies running at all-time high, is expected to add 
5,300 to the week’s total, with Pontiac turning out about 
5,975. Buick production shows about 1,000 units gain | 
over last week and for the current week will turn out | 
about 7,500 cars. Hudson and Terraplane have set the | 
week’s schedule at 3,724. Studebaker is up slightly to an 
estimated 2,500 against 2,426 last week. Packard, with a | 
bank of unfilled orders that keeps mounting, is running | 
at a capacity of 2,800 jobs a week. Chrysler and De Soto 
resumed work Tuesday, and will produce about 1,700 and 
1,600 units, respectively. Nash and LaFayette are up 
slightly to 2,150 this week. Willys’ schedules call for about 
1,250 jobs this week and it is expected that the company 
will shortly boost this rate considerably. Graham is hold- 
ing to about 750 units a week. Cadillac will run about 
1,250 jobs off the line. Cord will probably turn out about 
50 jobs and miscellaneous companies 6,500.

Production in most cases is running well | 
behind orders. Although most plants are | 
turning out as many cars as their lines 
will safely allow, the banks of unfilled 
orders continue to mount. In some cases 
the hopes of catching up with these orders in the im- 
mediate future appear remote. Several companies are 
not running at capacity, but it is expected that as soon as |

dealer orders can be conveniently adjusted with produc- 
tion there will be an increase in output. It is believed 
that within a short time most assembly lines will be 
adjusted to the retail demand, but not until the show 
sales’ picture is a little clearer and there is evidence 
that the demand will be sustained enough to allow for 
any considerable production boost and the expense en- 
tailed. ADN began last week a production estimate for 
the current month and, at the present rate, December will 
total about 500,000 units when the books are closed. 
ADN’s earlier estimates, made at the beginning of the 
year, and pointing to 4,500,000 output for 1936 will be 
easily reached and at the present time take on a con- 
servative aspect. There are 23 working days in December 
and the estimated month’s output of 201,920 at the close 
of the current week includes only nine days. On that 
basis a 500,000 production for the month does not appear 
to be out of line. This half million output would be by 
far the highest December on record, the nearest approach 
being December, 1935, with 418,317.

Advance November registrations of new | 


Registrations passenger cars for 114 major cities of 
Expected at the United States, over a period averag- 
225,006 in Nov.ing 25 days, indicate an increase of 32 
per cent over October, R. L. Polk & Co. 
reports. The estimated 225,000 would compare with 171,- 
319 in October. November last year totaled 220,262. If this 
estimated 225,000 materializes November this year would 
be the largest November in the history of the industry. 
Second highest was November, 1935, and third, November, 
1928, with 211,736. Only four states have reported Novem- 
ber registrations thus far and on this basis any estimates 
would be premature.

Hupp Motor Car Corp. has called a 
special meeting of stockholders for Jan. 
7, 1937 during which there will be sub- 
mitted a plan for revision of the capital. 
The management in a letter to stock- 
holders says that it has, particularly since the termina- 
tion of the Andrews litigation, been engaged in plans to 
refinance the corporation but it has found that no prog- 
ress can be made on the basis of the present capital 
structure. This revision of the capital stock is asked to 
permit the management to pursue plans for getting new 
money into the corporation. The management advises its 
stockholders that it has redesigned the cars, providing a 
complete new line with “body designs conforming fully 
to the latest trend in car designs, adding many features 
that bring the product fully up to the standard set by 
other manufacturers for the 1937 market.” It expects to 
place the new cars “well within the medium price range.” 
The Andrews litigation was completely terminated by the 
rejection by the Supreme Court of the United States of 
an application by Andrews for leave to appeal from the 
decision of the Circuit Court of Appeals which voided all 
his contracts and ordered an accounting against him. 
Apparently no other difficulties now face the corporation 
and if the plans of the management for the special meet- 
ing are carried out and refinancing secured, Hupp will 
be able to reopen its plants and resume operations.

A movement to solidify the position of job- 
bers through formation of a national organi-

The MEWA president declared it would 
be to the interests of automotive jobbers to work closely 
with such an association. He also pointed out in his 
address that the spirit of the day in business, described 
by him as good omen, is that free competition is giving 
way to competition regulated by legislation for the benefit 
of independents.
